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LEHMER MUST 
REPAY CITY 

CITY WINS COMPLETE VICTORY 

Court Says Treas rer Has Overpaid 

Himself and Mis' Reimburse City 
for Money to Withheld 

That City Treas :rer K. C. Lehmer 
has overpaid lidnse f fur his services 
as treasurer and that he must repay 
to the city all the m iney which he has 
iu- i f i ; win,held from the treasure 
Is the ruling of J.alge Murphy of 
Mono County, who heard the case of 
the City of Sierra Madre, Plaintiff, 
vs. I*'. C. Lelnncr i1 ah, Defendant. 
The decision was given out Tuesday 
after having been held under advise¬ 
ment for several weeks. It is a com¬ 
plete victory for the city and a com¬ 
plete denial of Latimer's contentions 
as to principles and facts. 

Lehmer’s contention that he was en¬ 
titled to one per lent on all money 
received by him am: one percent on all 
money paid out is held to he contrary 
to the language ai d intent of the state 
law governing lie compensation of 
treasurers when 1 no salary Is allowed 
by ordinance. The court rules that he 
Is entitled to one per cent only on 
money received by him. 

Soon after taking office two years 
ago Lchmer began to credit himself 
with one per cent on all city money 
as it came in and one per cent as he 
paid it out, making his compensation 
two per cent of nil money handled. 
Tills was contrary both to local prec¬ 
edent and to all other precedents thut 
dould be found. The city trustees re¬ 
fused to accept tils reports with that 
showing, contending that the action 
was contrary to precedent and to state 
law. All other forms of persuasion 
having failed to make any Impression 
they ordered the city attorney to be¬ 
gin proceedings to force restitution of 
money which Lehmer had overpaid 
himself. 

Complaint was tiled by City Attor¬ 
ney Bridges hi the superior court 
charging that L,‘Inner had wrongfully 
withheld from the treasury the one 
per cent on moneys puld out by him ; 
and demanding Its restitution. l*eh- 
mer's attorneys filed an answer at¬ 
tempting to justify Ids course with 
Iwhmet's own Interpretation of the 
law. The city attorney filed a demur¬ 
rer to the answer in which he denied 
the Interpretation set forth in the an¬ 
swer and claimed that tilt* answer did 
not constitute a defense. A decision 
in a similar case trh-d some years ago 
in Sonoma County was cited for au¬ 
thority. <*n Tuesday Judge Murphy 
sustained this demurrer to the answer 
of Lohmer's attorneys ami denied them 
leave to amend, shutting tiff all fur¬ 
ther attempts to fight the case except 
by appeal. 

Judge Murphy's decision embodies 
the language of the Sonoma County 
decision, to which It also refers for 
authority, lb* says the language of 
llie statute is so clear as to make In¬ 
terpretation on his part unnecessary, 
lie is so emphatic as to leave room 
for wonder on what grounds the treas¬ 
urer could havt hoped to have* his 
contention sustained. The decision 
reads as follows: 

-In the superior Court of the State 
of California, In and for the County of 
Isis Angeles. 

-City of Sierra Madre, plaintiff, vs 
1*'. C. l.ehnicr. et al. defendant. No. 
88,216. 

“After fully considering the matter I 
am satisfied that there Is nothing re¬ 
quiring construction by tin court. The 
language Is clear, and hi view of the 
fact that the statute has been In force 
for a great many years, and has been 
the subject of litigation, determined 
adversely to tin* contention of the de¬ 
fendant, it would seem that If the leg 
islnllve intent were different from the 
statute!'..' ext rc: aio i it would have 
been tala n out of tile lealm of doubt 
long Indore tills, through the activities 
of a large number of office holders di¬ 
rectly interested. 

Il apparent that Inequalities may 
arise through the operation of the 
statute and that services may be per¬ 
formed for which there would appear 
to In no compensation provided. The 
office holder must lie presumed to have 
taken lids Into consideration in quali¬ 
fying to perform the duties. 

I attach hereto a well-consiii> », 
opinion Involving the same principle, 
wherein the city of Henldsburg, a city 
of the same elnss, wan party, and 
adopt lie reasoning therein contained

This 
Idea has gained -special credence 
among the farm* rs of California and 
they feel that they an* now made re¬ 
sponsible for til Injuries to their em¬ 
ployees throu; b accident whether or 
not they, therrselws. or any of their 
employees were blameworthy for such 
accident. 

Such is not the fact. The adoption

the amended law. almost exactly iden- 
i tical w ith the liability of such employer 
j to any citizen not in his employ. The

ment and not to the Industrial Accl- 
; dent Hoard. Jury rights are preserved 
i and the measure of liability wifi be the 
j will of the jury and the sanction of
